Ucprivo the (Junicd'^ 
crucy of a front on Iho i'aoifio and 
tbo wbolo ticbciiiio would bo dofoalod. 
Couledcralion has been tbo aim ol 
Cuaadian elalcHmon lor u quarter of a 
century ; but ii has uovor boon spoken 
of &avo iu conacctiou with tbo nlti- 
mato eonatruL'tioii of a railway acrosa 
tbo coutinent, over which would pass 
the rich pioduota of China and Japan 
and the more subBtaatial resources of 
the British Provinces.

One ot the objeotions — in lact, the 
only objeotion we have heard urged 
against Confederation, ia that we Bball 
have to wait some timo before wo can 
bo included in tbo Conlodoraoy bo- 
oauBO we are bo isolated from tbo 
Easiorn Provinces. W'ell, wo ./re 
" isolated j" but vvliiu of that ? Ho 
was (Jalilornia in IS-1'.J, yot she was 
adiniticd as a .Stuto in 1851, and to- 
diiy— only sixioon jeard alter adiniH- 
eion to tbo Union— a ruilroad is boini; 
pushed eastward over tbo Wiorra Nova- 
da Mountains to coiiriect with anoihor 
lino wbicb is being ijuslied westward 
frem Omaha.

On Tuesday last, the House of Lords, on 
motion ot the Colonial iSocruiary, gave actual 
recogoilion lo a new North Aintiriean power, 
to be called the 'Dominion ol Canada.' The 
revolutiou which establishes this new power 
in the New World — for auch, if iibtands, it 
must in time become — has been so far ac- 
compliahed, wiih so much quietude, and so 
little extra-oooeliiulional eUorl, that it is 
probable not nno Englishman in ten is fully 
aware of the importance of Lord Carnarvon's 
measure. It is proposed lu unite under a 
new i<Dd ingenluoi applieaiion of the Feder- 
al prinoiple, tho continental provinces oi 
Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, 
al present ; jpermmsion being given, and 
theri^by an invilntioo extended to the Islumls 
ol Nowl'uuiuiland and Prince Edward ; the 
interior country, clai mod by tfio Hudsoii'- 
Hay Company as theirs, ard the I'acdic 
British possessions lo eume in sulisi queutly 
by the net of their own legislatures, with- 
out further roferooce to the Imperial uutliori- 
tiei. if Iho now dominion is fortunate in 
it fi'st staiesinen — if its first Parliament 
ilispl.iya that degree of self-control and self- 
resiiucl tiiitietio ^■howIl by the aulboiH of ilie 
proposed Unimi — the eor.0'-pooi;ing adv.iuee 
in llie creilil and prosperiiy (jf liiat pari (.1 
British America, will uiiduuli'a'dly attract 
tho outlyiog provinces, fiowever much 
appeals to local prejuiiico may induce thtui 
lo ki k Bgainsi Ihe pricks. 

'f'liu e.\leut of tho earth's purlnce which 
wouhi lliua come under one (jo'.'eriimont, ;a 
so vast U8 lo lraii6CtnJ all European unaloy- 
iea. The area ot ihe tlirue provinces wliieh 
ate firat to be united, ia above 370,000 rquare 
miles ; of tbe two adjacent islands, 4 2,t'00 ; 
of Vaucouvor Isliuid 20,000 ; of British 
Uidumbia, 200,000; of central British 
America and iho lludauu's H.iy Territory 
proper, taken tO'.'ether, 2.750 0(10 sipiare 
miles ; or a total area of not less than (in 
round ourobeie) 3,000,000 square miles. 
More Iban ball ihia vast region— all beyond 
lha line of perpetual frost, as well ns those 
great wifdernesso" within that lino, where 
the only vegetahio sobslance is the reindeer 
muss, and the only iudigenoiis land iiniinals 
Ihe cariboo and llio niU'-K ux — all that pari 
must be given up by man longer lo llie 
absolute rule ol tjurrenuess. But throwing 
oQ one moiety, a million and a half square 
miles still remain as Ihe ground-plan ol tlie 
new dominion. 

As to the eliiniitie and proi|ii(!l ivo ecnili- 
lions and Ciipahdii icrt of llie batiilablu pari, 
wo presume iioliolia |ust as vatjue and ii.cor- 
rect aro eutertuinid by most peisons in Ibis 
country. lu Canada proper, the song 
sparrow ia bead in the first ten days ol 
April, and melons, grapes, and peaches ripen 
in the open air of suinmnr. TIh^ islanii ol 
Orleans, l,ulow (,)ueliee, was known lo the 
oarly navii;ali)r us the Nleol' li.ieulins, hoiii 
lliu quiiniity of its wilil grapia ; while in 
Central IJritish .'Vnieriea, cattle hav(>. wintiu- 
ed out 08 far north as Furt Kdmondlou. Noth- 
ing can be more iocorreot than to assoDiate, 
ns most of us do, the idea of a snow-clad land 
with unproductiveneas. 'i'he tnitli is that 
while fr»sl is lalal lo leii'ler veiieiation, snow 
covers it like a warm inanlle exeiuding tin; 
other und deslrueiive agiuit. The' losul ol 
itie farmer in Curiuda. in Miiinosola, and llu' 
lied itiver couutiy, rijoiceu at the early lull 
of tbe friendly snow- Hakes which are lo 
shield his budding spring wheat, and lo ferti- 
lise i\nd irriuale Ins fields, when the seaeoii 
of a Ivaiieing vegetiUion arrives. As lu tho 
inlluenco on human llio of auch a climate, we 
bolievu the vital staii.-tilc'i gave an average 
of 37 per cent, above ihose of the United 
Slutea, laken aa a wtiole. 

Tfiu Consiiiuiiunal Aol, now before Parlia- 
ment, is a very elaborate aflfuir, conlaluing 
1-17 clauses, mid Qvo aeliedules. On a first 
view, tbo new coiiloderacy Eeenia to be closo- 
ly modelled on the coustiiulloii of tho United 
States. But on examiDnlion Iho reseinblaueu 
proves lo be merely superficial. There is 
a general govornmeut aud loual govern- 
ments ; but bere all slfnilituda ends. In 
this new dominion tho general government 
secures tho flubordination and dependence of 
the local bodies tiy appointing their executive 
ollicora und their judges, by reaurviog a vuto 
ovur their legisluliou, in all cases, and un 
appeal, as a pruteolion to tho minority, in all 
educaiionul mailers. Financially, ulso, de" 
pcudence is secured by tbe geqotai |;overn- 
raent taking all the revenues into ils own 
keeping, and paying back, by way of slipund 
or subsidy, a eerlaiu pro rata sum per head, 
In meet the expenses ol the local logialalurea. 
Thia is, in some rcapeota, the Swiss ayslem ; 
hu-v il will work in America remains to be 
lested by time. 

Tbe new Power ia to bo known as Canada, 
and to ba governed under the Queen by a 
Governor General, b; and with tbe adviba ol

Ii;xtraordiiiary Divorce Case. 

The Paris court of appeals baa been occu- 
pied with a curious action for tho divorce of 
a married coufile, of whom the wife is 84 

years of age, und the huahand somewhat old- 
er. The case, as usual, baa nol been puhiisbr 
od, but Iho following aro its most ailienl 
features : — Tho jiartiea to the trial havo not 
li.ved togeiher lor over 50 years, the wife 
having lell her husband and retired lo her 
naiivu phice io 1816. Madanne Do P., wbo 
soughl to bo divorced, shuwo.t that h-ir hua- 
band hud deserted her and lier children, and 
li.id coiitribiH."d nolhing towards their sup- 
Dort lor f)0 years, and tiad during that lime 
cohabited, first with one woumn, and then 
uuolhor. One of these miatres.-ea had for a 
cnnsiderablo period borne his name, and was 
the mother ot a chitd by hira. Il waa. more- 
over, declared ihut he had falsely acoused 
the plaintiff of aduttery, nnd hud carried on 
u persistently calumnious correspoDduneo, 
in which h-! had endeavoied to deprive her 
of the re-'pect and uffection ol her ci ildren 
by griis.'ily insulling their ne'lher, llio 
plainiilf. y\. de i'. resisled the action lor 
divorce, lie uaserlod that he abandoned his 
wile in consequence of her shameful coriduci, 
and narrated lucts if an extraordinary and 
highly diamalio nature. Madame do P., 
ivhom ho married in 1811. was in that time 
a V' ry lieaulilul and aeeoinpl islied woman, 
and belonged lo a highly respeeled and 
noble laiiiiiy. Aeeurding to Ihu husband's 
account, sfie was unable lo resist tho lenipta- 
iion of wliich sho was exposed in Ibe lashiou- 
ublu Bocioiy ol which Ihey were members, 
and she Boon forgot berdaiies to him aud to 
tier children. On the 5th July, 18IG, ho 
surprised bis wile wiih a Prussian ollic.er ul 
Ihe army ol invasion. A ItigUiil i-eeue 
ensued, 'i'ho husbaud and the lover finigbl 
a life and death duct n the garden of the 
hotel, and alter a desperate fig.lit the Prus^ 
aian oflicer woa severely wounded. The 
wouoded man was removed to his own house, 
and a colorable pretext was given Icr the 
affair, .M do P. ordering his wife lo return 
to her lailier's house, anil proinia.'iig her 
that the iiialler should bo kopl a profound 
sL'crel so long as she neither approached him 
nor coininuu'eaieil with him in any way 
wtialcvor. He at tho same time requirej 
hi;r lo sign un avowal ol bur rniaconduci, 
A piece ol jiapor. yellow wiih age, waa pio- 
ainled lo ttio conri, cunliiiuing Itie following 
conlossion : " 1 lureny declaro ttiat my 
husband baa to reproach mc with having 
douo liun a grievous wrong, and that my 
misLoeduet wili justify u divorce. 1 further 
declare ilial il Ihis divorce does not take 
place I iiwo it to my husband's kiodncas. 
Paris. 15ih July, 1816. A. P."— M. de P. 
oiainlainud lhal he hid kept these lacts per- 
leelly secret uulil tfiu lime bia wife began 
the action lor divoice, and ho denied nil the 
accu-'aiiona brought against him. Tbe First 
Court nad decided iu favor ot 31. de P. but 
ihe Court of Appeals hus j nil re vers eiJ ihe 
ju igment, and granted Ihe divorce applied 
lur.

The Late Uorriblo Affair at Fort 
Towttseiid— Full I'arlicularSa 

A corrL'si-oiulcnt writini; from Port Town' 
Bend, uiuJor ilale nl yt-t,. nl;iy says : 

" I (orwiinJi'd you liy tlie ;-i;hc.i)ni f N'oi'wesicr 
a few ilenie in i(.'laiiuii lu the tlKroliirf; ullray 
wtiich uccuru'il Ihtq on iliu lll;h. Siiico 
then I have gallieruii lliu fullowiirg purlieu 
lars ; About tLrt;e wtiks tinco the ship 
Southera Chief arrived liere from Acapnico, 
Mexico, and ber crew claimed tbuir dis* 
charge. The captain ohjecled, and the 
sailors emplo^od J. W. Tripp to get them 
discharged Irom the ship, and also to get tlit 
Wages then due, agreeing to give Tripp ones 
balf lor his services. 'I'ripp advised llie men 
to tnlto (tie s-liip to Teekulet, which iliey did, 
and then left lier. Tripp then prueeeded Ui 
Tcelialel and made a seltleinont with tlic 
captain on behnlf of the eailurs, receiving, ns 
ia shown by the euptiiin's sialement of ac- 
counts, Sll)5, ol which ho sent lo iho tailurti 
heto $75, and also paid u sloop lor carrying 
them down §20 more. The sailors, supposinj; 
ibej had a great deal' luore due them, accused 
Tripp of kteping raore than bis share. On 
Monday, the 13ih, Tiipp bame down oo the 
New World, and upon landing was met by 
the eailors and very rou{>hly handled and 
was obliged lo rolital on boanl the steamer 
for eafely, and on her procetded lo Victoria. 
Ou Thuriiday, when the steamer returned 
from Victoria, 'J'ripp reiurnocl and again al- 
tcnapted to land. JJe was armed wllh ti 
double-barreled shotgun, heavily loaded with 
buckshot, and was accompanied by Lis 
brolhor-iu-'law, Keycs, who was tinned with 
a revolver and a large Derringer pistol* Oo 
their 'vay up the whurl several of the sailors 
bad gathered as il io consult atioo. Ou Tripp 
and Eeyes arriving nearly opposite tbem 
one ot the sailors stepped out to Tripp, but 
what was said, no one eecms to know. 
Tripp immediately loncred his f;un and or- 
dertjd llieui to etani' buck. Tripp then 
stepped back a step or two and (ireu, killing 
one of the Railurs iiiiineilialely , the whole 
chari;e lodging in Iuh breii'-l, An soon a.s 
the first Ehol was fired tho oiher two sailoth 
'closed io on Tripp, and il was with home 
diflicaity he could fire the second barrel ; ut 
last he did 80, wounding another sailor, lot 
not disabling him. His broiber-io-law, in 
the meao time trying tu bit the same mun 
with bis revolver, which be at last succeeded 
in dolnj;, placing the muzzle to the naan's 
bead and blowing his bniina out. While 
this was going on, 'J'ripp, the third sailor and 
the Sheriff were eog:iged ; whilo tlio Sherill 
was eudoi»voring to separate Ihein, Trijjp 
struck tho sailor two blows with bis gun over 
tho head tlie last bhnv knocking liiiii in~en- 
eible and with hUeh lorco as to break both 
barrels of tl.i; ^iin. 'I'ho man now lies in 
the Marino Hospital ami will probably die, 
Tbere ne^e from 50 to lb persons on the 
wharf at the time, and it is only wonderful 
that DO outsider should have boon killeil. 
The names of tho deceased were Alexander 
Clark, Dative of Belfast, Ireland, aged 27, 
BDd James Partridge, a native ol Tyne- 
moutb, England, aged about 30. The 
woanded mao's nnmo is liuekley. 
and Keys were arrested on the spoi and u|ii)ir 
examination belore the .Magistrate, weri'
